Know it? If you find from the evidence in 
this ease that Col. Boyce has testified will- 
fully, falsely in regard to any material fact 
i this case you are at liberty to disregard 
and entirely discard his entire_testimony; 
and that is my ‘contention that itis your 
duty here to ‘lo. 

Again, I shall only discuss these salient 
points, gentiemen: What was the necessity 
tor the two checks that Col. Haynes didn’t 
care anything about, on that occasion, if 
the tning was honest ahd fair, if Richards 
knew it? And did you mark the testimony 
of Boyce as he stood upon that stand? He 
never would come near any other witness 
with that proposition, When asked whether 
any other person was ever present at any 
time when the thirty-dollar contract was 
mentioned, all you could get out of him 
was: | 

- I—I—I—OH—ARH, 

understood,” “‘l thought,” and such 
dodging propositions as these: ‘He cer- 
tainly understood the whole thing,” “He 
saw the contract,” says Boyce, Afterward, 
when pressed and pressed by Mr. White, 
after —— it under his oath, whether he 
ever saw Richards have that contract up as 
aman would have one when he was read- 
ing, he said: “I can’t say that I did.” “Did 
you ever see him look atit upon the table 
as a man would look ata thing?”’ He says: 
“T can’t say that I did, but I knew he 
knew the contents.” “Who was ever 
present when that matter was admitted 
at any time, or under consideration 
outside of you and Richards?” ‘‘Nobody.’ 
Can you assign any reason forthat? The 
reason is manifest. If Boyce should assert 
that which he knew was untrue as having 
transpired, in the presence of two wit- 
nesses, he would be confronted with an in- 
dictment for perjury. But he knew the 
law (although he is nota lawyer), that it 
takes two wituesses to convict of perjury, 
and he never would locate himself any- 
where in the presence of anybody outside 
of Kichards, considering that proposition ; 
and that is alt thereis of it. There you 
have it. Why did Richards send McCoye 
to Milisa year after, or half a year, if he 
knew it the November theretofore? ‘Take 
it home to yourselves, gentlemen. 

“you CAWN’T DO IT.” 

Again, take his own testimony and stand 
upen that, and reconcile it with common 
honesty if youcan. He says in response to 
the just Judge who presides over this case, 
and who gave him an opportunity to ex- 
plain—and the more he gave him an oppor- 
tunity to explain, the deeper and deeper 
and deeper he went into the mire, until we 
all pitied him. Even, criminal as he was, 


upon that stand, though havin 
added to his infamy the crime o 
perjury, we could not help but feel 


a pity for him in his endeavor to escape the 
shots and shafts of justice sent at him by 
the learned and just Judge who presides 
here. [At this stage of the speech Boyce 
became very uneasy, and for a second or 
two be worked his under jaw, and did all 
in his ~power to get up-a flow of tears. | 
“Why,” said the Court to him, “‘what rea- 
son did you have to give the two checks on 
that occasion?’ Whatexplanation did he 
wake? Why, he said: “1 took that check 
as a receipt to myself to protect me on the 
$21,000 incorporated in that agreement as 
-an~excessive price.” 
that very agreement the receipt? 

Gentiemen, here is their contract. “This 
agreement, made the 8th day of December, 
1885, between E. N. MeDonaid of the 
county of Los Angeles, State of California, 
the party of the first part, and H. H. Boyce 
of said county and State, and Clarence J. 
Richards of Racine, Wis., the patties of the 
second part,, witnesseth: That the said 

arty of the first part has agreed, and 

ereby does agree, with the said parties of 
the second part, to sell and cunvey to them, 
or to their assigns, upon the terms and con- 
ditions hereinafter stated, those certain 
tracts of land situate in the county of Los 
Augeles, State of California, and bounded 
and described as foliows.” There is no 
doubt about the description, and I will 
omit it, for it is lengthy, and pass along 
down to the payments. I wish you wouid 
watch this, gentlemen, carefully, because 
IT IS SIGNIFICANT. 
And then it starts in with this: ‘Said 
tracts of land being known as the McDon- 
ald ranch, fer the sum of $147,000 in gold 
coin of the United States, to be paid as fol- 
lows, to wit: $21,000 in United States gold 
coin upon the execution of this contract, 
the receipt of which is hereby ac«nowl- 
edged.” There is the acknowledgment. 
Look at it. Inall due form of law. You 
can pass it around among yourselves if you 
desire. There is no dispute about it. The 
contract goes on and recites, ‘l hereby ac- 
knowledge the receiptof $#21,000.” Then 
why the necessity of an admission of an- 
other receipt of 21,000? Tell me thatif 
youcan. Tell me alsoifit was not a sub- 
terfuge of that witness when he said upon 
the witness stand, “I wanted to keep it asa 
receipt,”? and when pressed by my learned 
associate in this case, he told you upon his 
oath he didn’t keep it, and he hasn’t got it. 
Acts speak louder than words. He swore 
he wanted it as a receipt-—and destroyed it. 
He swore he wanted to keep it, and he de- 
stroyed it. Where is it? Three months 
from the time when he made that check he 
destroyed it. Gentlemen, everything in 
this case entitles him to that distinguished 
cognomen, “Smoothy.” When evidence is 
against him, “I destroyed it,” he says, and 
hurls it into the fire. here is the receipt, 
where is the check that Clarencs J. Rich- 
ards drew, in a business-like way? [t turns 
up here fromthe bank ainong Mr. Richard’s 
pers. Where is the check that Boyce 
rew, in an unbusiness-like way? It is de- 
stroyed, although it is for $10,000, 

And then didn’t he prevaricate upon that 
question? I refer it to you squarely and 
tairly, intending to do justice between man 
and man—didn’t he? Why, as the Court 
suggested 

WHY GIVE THAT OTHER CHECK 
if Richards understood it? It is all ex- 
plained in the asseveration of Richards 
that he didn’t know anything about it. 
That is all there is of it. It is all explained 
in the testimony of Frye in connection 
with that when he says: “Boyce told me 
that it woula be for the benefit of Rich- 
ards.”” Now, the old man Frye, shrewd, 
cunning business man, was the dupe of 


“Smoothy,” and I say correctiy. Yea, 
more than that, Boyce left the impression 
upon this jury, if 1 mistake not a jury, he 
teft the impression upon the Court that sits 
there, if I make not a mistake as to an im- 
pression upon men, that he had paid actu- 
ally—Frye had paid to him, that is—#21,000 
in cash on the day in question. Bat when 
pressed with the question, it finally devel- 
oped that he had simply paid him in cash 
by returning bim his check —Boyce’s own— 
a sort of thimblerig game that Boyce had 
played on Richards. [The thimblerig busi- 
ness brought forth a large smile from the 
lobby, and Mr. Boyce turned white and 
pale at the same time.) That is ali there is 
of it, isn’t it? In fairness and in candor, 
$a men and men, isn’tit all there is 
of it? 

Now, gentlemen, if you find from the 
evidence thatin regard to that matter Mr. 
Boyce wilfully testitied falsely in regard to 
that material fact, then the Court telis-you 
that you are at liberty to disregard and dis- 
eard his whole testimony in the case; and 
that I say is your duty in the premises. 

And I deny the proposition of law assey- 
erated here by that distinguished gentile- 
man, who, with great ingenuity, advucates 
the claims of this plaintiff in the case. This 
was the proposition stated by him thatl 
now read; and { say 

IT 1S NOT THE LAW. 
But don’t take my word forit, Take what 
the Court sayst» you. “If you find that 
prior to the making of the thirty-five-doliar 
confract, so-caliled—the one written by Frye 
and not signed by McDonald—that Mc Don- 
ald had soid the ranch to the plaintiff, the 
plaintiff, by reason of such purchase, 
became and was entitied to sell the whuie, 
or such part or interestin such ranch as he 
saw proper at such time to deféndant 
Richards.”

lave any doubt upon it? What does 
Frye tell you in thatpenalf? What does he 
tell. you in regard to those checks? They 
went in there, Boyce says, “Well, we will 
give our check.” So Boyce sits down and 
ves his check for $10,000 and Richards his 
or $10,000. And further, gentlemen, to say 
that the purchase didn’t jhare to Richards. 
Didn’t Boyce upon that stand tell you that 


at the time when he paid the first $500, that | 


Richards offered to join with him in that 
check? Didn’t he tell you go? If Richards 
offered te join in it and Boyce would not re- 
ceive it, isn’t it clear that they understood 
for Vengo to be acting from that time on- 
ward as partners in the transaction? And 
the only difference in the case would be 
whether Boyce was guilty of grand larceny 
or obtainlng money under false pretenses, 
and you can take whatever comfort you may 
under either proposition; and I say on 
either, in the language of that article, he 
ought to have been landedin the peniten- 
tiary, and be ought to be landed there for 
the perjury that has-been committed on this 
witness stand. You can’t escape from the 
evidence in the case—I won’t say you can’t 
escape it. May be it don’t strike you as it 
does me, You are the judges in the case. 
That is the way it strikes me: that is all. 

But [ cannot explain why, if Richards un- 
derstood it in the outset, he shouid write to 
him about it thereafter. I can’t explain 
that.. May be they can on the other side. 
May be his counsel can. I can not. May 
be you can—may be the Court can. I hope 
so, for the sake of humanity. 

Gentlemen, the Court further will in- 
struct you, as the law, this,and you will see 
the moment this is flashed u your minds, 
how quickly there will dissipate from this 
case, and there will be annihilated, soto 
speak, almost the entire argument of the 
acute gentleman who, represented the 
plaintiff here this morning, because his ar- 
gument was directed almost exclusively to 
this question of motives, Says the Court: 
“If you find from the evidence that the 
matter charged in the complaint as defama- 
tory is true, your verdict must be 

IN FAVOR OF THE DEFENDANTS, 
regardless of any question of motive or 
malice.’ Doyou hear that? It does not 
matter -_ mueh Otis may say he, to use 
his own” eloquent language again, has 
hated a man who, from years of contact 
with him, he has eoncluded to be a bad man 
and scroundrel, if he published the truth in 
regard to such wretch. It does not matter 
if he published the trath; and we say that 
every portion of the article complained of 
aud set up in the complaint is substantially 
true; and it is not necessary, gentlemen, 
to prove every word of the truth. If we 
have proven the gist of the whole thing, 
then we have proven ourdefense. Mar 
this pointed proposition, andif it had not 
been relevant and material to the issue, 
there would be no eon in sub- 
mitttng it to your consideration. The Court 
further says: “If you find that the plaintiff 
in this action has wilfully ,testified falsely 
in respect to a material matter, then his en- 
tire testimony is to be distructed, and you, 
if you deem proper, may wholly reject it.” 

hat is the doctrine, among the many 
others, which we adhere to in this case. 
Way say that the bonest old man, whom 
they have never dared question, whom the 
bold and ingenious counsel upon the other 
side admits_to._be honest—we say that E. N.. 
McDonald and Richardsand Frye are not 
liars and perjurers, and that Boyceis not 
therefore the saintin the transaction; and 
unless they all lie, unless they all perjured 
themselves, ce has done so. That is all 
there is of it. Isn’t thatso? Because they 
have all sworn dead square against him, 
and he swears that what they say is not so. 
WHAT THE COURT SAYs. ‘ 
» Now, says the Court, further: “Where 
the gist of the libel consists of .one specific 
charge which is proved to be trues, or of 
several specific charges which are 
be true, the defendants need not justify 
every expression which has been used in 
commenting upon plaintiff’s conduct; nor 
if the substantial imputation be proved true 
will a slight inaccuracy of one of its de- 
tails prevent the defendant succeeding, pro- 
viding such inaccuracy in n@ way alters the 
complexion of the charge, and will have no 
different effect on the reader than that 
which the literal truth would produce. If 
epithets or terms of general abuse be used 
which do not add to the description or sting 
of the charge, they need not be justified. 

New, then,if we have ina general way prov- 
en the truth, then that ends this case; the de- 
fendants are entitled to judgment. Have 
we done it, gentlemen? How have -we 
done it, gentlemen? How have we proven 
says when He'comes upon 
that stand, “I never heard until in July suc- 
ceeding, a word ia regard to the-thirty-dol- 
lar contract.”” Boyce says that it is not so. 
McDonald says that he never knew that 
Richards knew anything of it; that Boyce 
always was saying something about the 
mythical syndicate, and s6 did Frye’ Tell 
me was there any synlicate involved in the 
transaction? And who dentes that this was 
the talk with Frye? Boyce don’t, nor does 
anybody else. Then how-is\Frye contra- 
dicted? Always telling’ Frye that these obv- 
ert actions were done the benefit of 
Richards; and when he procured the in- 
dorsement on that check at the time and 
place referred to he told him: “We are sat- 
isfied; we want to raise. this price for the 
purpose of showing it to thé syndicate.”

Have they offered any testimony in that 
regard to gainsay what was uttered by 
Frye? ‘Then it is a myth, and a myth comes 
alinighty near being, in the rough parlance 
of that distinguished MecDon- 
ald, ‘‘a damned trick and ite.” | Laughter. ] 

Whoever heard of this thirty-dollar con- 
tract out of the mouth of Richards? Is 
there any testimony except the bald con- 
tradiction of Boyce? What are the circum- 
stances, gentlemen? Whatshall you con- 
clude from the circumstanees? If you con- 
clude thathe never heard of it, then you 


will find this as a propgsition of 
law. Mr. Boyce, theagh he may 
have been ignorant of.. law (but 


ignorance of the law is no excuse), was 
then and there, when he appropriated that 
$10,500 of Richards’s, guilty of grand lar- 
ceny. You seid a man to the yg eer 
for stealing a horse, whether it i3 wort 
four bits or four dollars; and they ask you 
to give a judgment and a chromo to @ man 
who would steal ten thousand dollars and 
claim forty more that he didn’t have a 
chanee to steal! [This statement brought. 
another grin to the audience, and Mr. 
Boyce wobbied about in. his chair and 
turned ail kinds of colors.] That<is the 
way it looks to me; and [ say it in no spirit 
of urfairness, and 1 say it when weuld 
rather not say itif I could avoid it, But 
the evidence—I don’t say it, the evidence 
says it. Where is his testimony again, and 
1 will detain you but a few minutes more. 
If I am incorrect in any respect, why cor- 
rect me, gentleman, and you, gentleman of 
tae jury. lread froma r that has the 
purported testimony, an am not snre 
whether it is correct or not, but I shall not 
refer to anything unless I consider it the 
testimony n the case. 


WHEN RICHARDS’S EYES WERE OPENED. 

Richards said he first heard of the thirty- 
dollar contract, where? Do you remember 
that? Now, Mr. Richards was on the stand, 
and I ask you to consider his appearancé, 
for you have got to look into the hearts of 


these men, and you have got to find out 
which is true. You sawt oung man 
upon the stand that counsel said was a law- 


yer—Judge Haynes. Well, I don’t know 
whether it is any reflection, or any occasion 
for a bellow of that kind or not, because a 
man isalawyer.

Why, thea, have 
not eens put him on the stand to contradict 
Richards, unless they know Richards swore 
to the truth? The subject was under con- 
sideration. Tell me, farther, if you can, if 
this man designated as “Smoothy” in that 
article has not fooled Williams, and the 
very questions which he propounded to him 
here when he was upon the witness stand 
do not indicate it, too. You,will reme uber, 
gentlemen, when Boyce was upon the stand, 
and he says Richards had seen that contract 
theretofore, I, standing ever yonder, think- 
ing that he was under a misapprebension, 
said: “Do you refer to the thirty-dollar 


contract now that Kichards saw before that 
time,” that is 


before the contract which 


attorney Williams says “No, th 
what he says.” But Boyce says yes.

A 
he said it then for the first time, and never 
had theretofore claimed it to his counsel, in 
my judgment! And, mark you, there is 
another circumstance in this case which 
corroborates the theory that [ now contend 
for, and that is this, hen he was upon 
the stand—I mean by “he” Clarence J. 
Richards—do you remember the set of in- 
terrogatories that Coi. Haynes applied to 
him? Do you remember those interrog- 
atories, gentlemen? Take them into con- 
sideration here and weigh them well in 
cofinectiou with ail the other circumstances 
in the case. He wy “Mr. Richards, if 
you had known at the time this article was 
“published of the existence of the thirty- 
dollar contract, then you would not have 
considered Col. Boyce guilty of an of- 
fense that should have landed him 
in the penitentiary.” Didn’t he 
ask Richards that question, or sub- 
stantially that—not in those words? Didn’t 
he assume, as he propounded those ques- 
tions, that Richards never knew it until 
then, and if he had known it at the time he 
was making the statement to’'Taylor, then 
he would not have assumed he was guilty 
of grand larceny. ‘Tell me that, as honest 
men, Teil me that, as a just judge. Tell 
me that, as his counsel. Eh? Then what 
have you to say? He had not only imposed 
upon Richards, but thereafter imposed 
upon his counsel in the case; and, as I said 
in the outset, he is entitled to tke distin- 
guished name, “Smoothy,” because he has 
counsel for lawyers, and as smart fel- 
lows as there are anywhere, and if he can 
fool them he can not only do up Richards 
but can do up the public, and is a fit subject 
to be warned against.

White 
and of Mr. Gage, gentlemen eminent in 
their profession, men known ¢hroughout the 
State of California, and both having a na- 
tional reputation. I have known them 
long, and no man is more willing than my- 
self to accredit to them the possession of 
distinguished ability.

And I was sur- 
prised, in listening to those learned gentle- 
men, that they should have used sophistry 
to Such an extent in this case that the jury— 
everybody within the sound of their voices 
—could arrive at no other conclusion than

ceny; that he is guilty.ot havin 
and fraudulently appropriating to his own 
use the sum of $10, belonging to Mr. 

It occurred to me at that time, if 
it had been possib!e for a juror tu have in- 
terrup those gentlemen, in self-defense 
of their intelligence, that some one juror 
had not arisen and asked of these gentle- 
men the question: “If Gen. Boyce has com- 
mitted the crime of grand larceny, why has 
he not been arrested and prosecuted ac- 
cording to the provisions of the criminal 
law? Why is he here asa plaintiff ina 
defending his reputation and his 


stolen 


itanding? Why is he net upon trial before 
this honorable Court under an indictment, 
charged with the crime of grand larceny, 


where the State would - pa the 
expenses of the prosecution nstead 
of the defendants?” Gentlemen, you 


know that if Gen. Boyce was guilty of the 
crime of grand larceny that these men that 
have been seeking his reputation.for years 
—seeking to destroy his influence in this 
community—would have been rapid in their 
rosecution, and would have brought him to 
he bar of public justice. You know that 
they don’t believe what they say. Their 
acts contradict it, and acts speak louder 
than words. Gen. Boyce has done no ac 
from the beginning of this transaction unti 
its final conclusion, that any honorable gen- 
tleman would not have done under the same 
circumstances. He has committed no 
crime. If he had been 
intentional larceny; if he had plotted or 
conspired with others for the purpose of 
feloniously concealing and carrying away 
the personal goods of Mr. Richards, he 
would not have me ge this action, and 
you would not be called upon to determine 
whether or not he was guiity of larceny. 
Men who commit iarceny do not bring ac- 
tions against their accusers. 
Now, it is said that Gen. Boyce 
FELONIOUSLY TOOK AND CARRIED AWAY 
“THE PERSONAL GOODS OF MR. RICH 
ARDS, 
‘because thatis the definition of larceny; 
and they say that if he did not, that he did 
that which is equivalent—that he felo- 
niously appropriated the property of Mr. 
Rieha which was equivalent to it. 
About a year ago, or such a matter, in No- 
vember of 1886, Mr. McDonald offered his 
valuable property of 4200 acres for sale. It 
was in the market, and he had given writ- 
ten authority to Mr. Frye to sell it; that is 
an admitted fact, that he had the authority 
to sell that property for $30 an acre, and 
tnat he did sell the property. His act was 
ratified by Mr. McDonaid. He sold it for 
$30 an acre to the plaintiff. Under the 
terms ot that contract no money was to be 
paiddown. The plaintiff had the absolute 
right to the property; thatis also not dis- 
uted. Mr. McDonaid testified that Gen. 
yce had bought that sgh mi for $30 an 
acre; that he had never offered it for an 
other sum, and that he was will- 
ing that the plaintiff should make any 
sum over and above the $30 an acre. Boyce 
owned the property; it was his. If 
property.was sold for $35 an acre, Boyce 
sold it; no person’ had the right to sell it 
except Boyee. [f he sold it for $35 an acre, 
and it was his property, and Mr. Richards 
was willing to pay that sum for it, who has 
been injured? Has Richards been injured 
or wronged? 4Has he be defrauded? 
Has his property been stolen from him, if 
Gen. Boyce was the owner of the property? 
Can a man steal his own property, or the 
proocess of it? I think not, unless he has 
t pledged and somebody has a qualified in- 
terest in it, when, under those circum- 
stances, he might be said to steal his own 
property. Not so inacase of this kind, 
where he had the absolute ownership of the 
roperty, and saw proper to sell one-half 
interest to himself and somebody else, or 
to do so. There isnot an element 
ot larceny orof crime in the transaction 
— the beginning, as I have said, to the 


end, | 

{Mr. Williams then gave a somewhat 
tedious and not overly lucid review of the 
Boyce transactions, upon which the inter- 
est‘or the case turned. | 

THE CHECKS. 

Mr, Richards drew his certified check, or 
rather had his check certified. When that 
check was taken to McDonald what did he 
do with it? Now, let us see. ‘Pay to the 
order of William Frye. E. N. McDonald.” 
Then, afterward # was signed, “William 
Frye.” Why, if it was not understood that 
. McDonald was the owner: of that 
money, of that check as well as of the ten- 
thousand-dollar check that Gen. Boyce had 
drawn, why was it not written, “Pav to the 
order of H. H. Boyee?” Itis written ‘Pay 
to the order of William Frye,” the property 
still remaining in the hands of McDonald’s 
agént, signed and indorsed by Mr. MeDon- 
ald to his agent. Now, I take it, gentle- 
men of the jury, that in any event, whether 
that title had passed from McDonald to 
Boyce, or whether the title remained in 
Mr. McDonald, Mr. McDonald had a right 
to do as he pleased with hisown money.

He didn’t, didn’t he?» Then why did 
his attorneys hand up the following in- 
struction for the Court to read to the 
jury, which was done: 

If the jury find a verdict for the plain- 
tiff, they should assess his damages at 
such amount as they believe from tne evi- 
dence the platntiff shoutd reccive from the 
dc'endant, not exceeding the sum of $50,- 
000, the amount claimed-in the complaint. 
In determining the amount of damages 
which the plaintiff ought to receive, if ihe 
jury finda verdict for. the plamtiff, the 
jury should consider the plaintiff's injured 
Feelings and tarnished reputation, taking 
into consideration the nature and grave im- 
plications contained in the article com- 
plained of, the extent of its publicity, and 
the character and condition and influence 
of the parties. 

Ifere, at the very close of the argu- 
ments, and just as the case was going 
to the jury, a money verdict is emphat- 
ically asked for. ‘“‘In determining the 
amount,”? say Boyce’s attorneys, ‘‘the 
jury should consider the plaintiff's in- 
jured feelings and tarnished reputa- 
tion.”” They evidently did, for they 
gave him a whole dollar. If they 
hadn’t considered his reputation they 
would probably have only awarded him 
a cent. 

This man Boyce, now unmasked, 
may squirm.and squeal as much as he 
likes in the columns of his private or- 
gan, but he cannot disguise from a dis- 
interested and intelligent public the 
harrowing fact that a jury of his peers— 
or, rather, of his superiors—for we 
don’t wish to insult the jury—decided, 
after mature deliberation, that his 
damaged reputation, for which he 
asked $50,000, is worth just One Dollar, 
or $49,999 less than his own estimate. 


A Philanthropist’s Timely Aid. 


It is generally conceded that the un- 
known and generous philanthropist 
who recently gave $12,000 to the fever- 
stricken city of Jacksonville was none 
other than Levi P. Morton, the Re- 
publican candidate for Vice-President. 
Mr. Morton’s benevolence is quiet and

Ii. J. Pettifer of London, England, 
lectro-plate worker and secretary of 
ie Workman’s Association for the De- 
ense of British Industry; arrived in 
Boston last week, and will deliver sev- 
ral speeches during-a three or four 
weeks’ stay in this country, to which 
“ye Was invited by the Home Market 
Club, an eastern protective organiza- 
jon. Mr. Pettifer was here last year 
na tour of investigation. The object 
Jf inviting him to visit this coutry just 
at this time is to bring to the front a 
workingman; not a politician, not a 
man who can be claimed as misrepre- 
senting things to help elect the candi- 
date of his party, but-a man who knows 
the condition of the people in both 
countries, and is really a disinterested 
speaker on the subject. © 

In an interview shortly after his ar- 
rival in this country, Mr. Pettifer saia, 
among other things: 

“The association I represent is composed 
of over 5600 workingmen, of ail shades of 
political opinion, who agree on the ove 
point that the working class of England is 
being injured by Engtand’s free trade pol- 
icy. We don’t say that the bondholders 
and moneyed classes are injured by. that 
system; itis the working class that is in- 
jured, and we belong to that class, and of 
course are doing all we possibly can to get 
the system altered. . . , 

“Taking it all through this country he 
average workingman is raised up a ste 
higher than is the average workingman in 
England.. He gets into the ranks of what 
we callin England the lower middle class, 
in regard to the house he lives in, the food 
he eats, the clothes he wears and various 
conforts that he has, he average work- 
ingman in the United States is in abou tthe 
same position as the foreman of a shop in 
England. And it seems to me that the 
workingman in America, if he liked to live 
in the same way as does the average work- 
ingman in Eugland, could live here nearly 
as cheaply as he cou!d there, 
average a little less than in. England and 
his working clothes a very little more.”

chinery? Then I very much doubt if the 
American workman is any better than the 
English workman, for I found, when I once 
worked in this country for three years, that 
the greater part of the men ip manufactur- 
ing industries were either English or else 
of English parents, But the American has 
not only the Englishman to fear. If we are 
beinpg injured in England by. the competi- 
tion of the Continent, America would be 
injured by the competition of the Continent 


just as much,’ 

Such statements as these from a 
practical workingman who has thor- 
oughly investigated the effects of the 
two systems in England and the United 
States are more valuable and effective 
than the longest theoretical arguments 
by stump speakers. English working- 
men are awaking to the evils of free 
trade and organizing to secure its abol- 
ishment. Will American wage-earners 
vote for a system of which Europe has 
grown weary?

His Opinion of the Alleged 
Conkling Letter. 


Demoralizing “Results of the Cam-'

AvuGustTA (Me.), Sept. 25.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The Kennebec Journal, un- 
der the heading “Mr. Conkling and Mr. 
Blaine,” will tomorrow publish such re- 
sponse as Blaine desires to make to the re- 
cently published letter of Roscoe Conkling 
to his friend in New York State. Blaine 
was asked by a Kennebec Journal reporter 
if he had any reply to make, and thig was 
his response: 

“Nothing could induce me to enter into a” 
controversy over Conkling’s grave. Dur- 
ing our joint service in Congress, some 16 
years in all, we had some exasperating con- 
troversies, but I never spoke or wrote a 
word concerning him except publicly, and 
now that he is dead my lips are sealed 
against every form of criticism or’ unkind 
expression, no matter what may be the in- 
justice of any of his surviving triends.”’ 

Blaine said it was a great surprise to him 
that such a letter should have been written 
by Conkling. ‘The date shows the letter 
was written just six days after the close of 
an exasperating personal debate with Conk- 
ling, and if Conkling had intended to say 
anything of the kind he would have been 
apt to say it then and not immediately af- 
terward in a private letter which was not 
given to the public for 22 years. The whole 
affair was not in accordance with Conk- 
ling’s habitual course in debate. Blaine 
was asked if he had anything to say about 
the charge that he had made money out of. 
the recruiting funds in the war, and hé re- 
plied that it might with equal truth be 
charged that he had made money by rob- 
bing the mails or by piracy on the m4 
Seas. The recruiting scandal of Maine in 
the last year of the war had been investi- 
gated by two committees and one public 
commission (whose €fforts, Blaine said, he 
aided), and there was “not a word of evi- 
dence, or even a suggestion or hint in any 
one of the three reports that he had an 
more connection with the matter than had 
Conkling or his unwise friend who pub- 
lishes this letter and attributes it to the dead 
statesman.”

CAUSK OF THE TROUBLE. 

The extraordinary and sensatronal state 
of affairs had its origin in a fatal encounter 
at Rio Grande City, last Saturday, between 
Catrino §. Garza, editor of El Commercto 
Mexicano, and Revenue Officer Victor Se- 
bree. In the fight Sebree shot and killed 
Garza, who was very popular along the Rio
